The first order of business was a debate on the 
administration of the new consolidated Klans by a 
National Grand Council. They could not agree on whether the 
National Grand Council could issue orders to each individual 
Klan. It wan agreed that the Council, to consist of three 
men and the Grand Dragon of each It Ian, and one alternate 
delegate from each Klan, would establish policy, remove un- 
desirable council members, channel information of interest 
to all Klans for dissemination to all Klaverns. Local Klans 
could still exercise their own initiative on actidn to be 
takea on local problems and could take prompt action without 
having to first clear it through the Grand Council; each Klan 
would furnish funds to the Grand Council for use in employ- 
ing attorneys to defend Klan members and employ lobbyists to 
further Klan interests in various state legislatures, the 
amount to be assessed oh each Klan would be decided at the 
Convention in Columbia, Styuth Carolina on April 9, I960. The 
Grand Council will take the initiative in establishing 
Rational policy and securing national publicity and issuing 
Klan publications in furtherance of the Klan program.

The Grand Council will be known as the National 
Grand Council of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, and all 
Klans will be affiliated with the Council, but will still 
maintain their separate individual identities and names in 
the states in which they now operate* 

The delegates to the Grand Council will be selected 
by the Grand Dragon of each individual Klan. The Grand 
Dragons are supposed to attend all Grand Council meetings. 
At the Columbia convention they will decide on where these 
meetings will be held and how often the Council will meet. 
There will be no permanent chairman. The chairmanship will 
rotate in order among the Grand Dragons with a different one 
serving at each meeting. 

The paper work, correspondence and general admin- 
istration will be handled by one full-time permanent secre- 
tary, to be selected by the Grand Council at Columbia, South 
Carolina. He will receive a salary from the funds received 
from the various Klans.

The first order of business was a debate 
on the administration of the new consolidated Klans by a 
National Grand Council. They could not agree on 
whether the National Grand Council could issue orders 
to each individual Klan. It was agreed that the 
Council, to consist of three men and the Grand 
Dragon of each Klan, and one alternate delegate from 
each Klan, would establish policy, remove undesirable 
council members, and channel information of interest 
to all Klans for dissemination to all Klaverns. 

Local Klans could still exercise their 
own initiative on action to be taken on local 
problems and could take prompt action without having 
to first clear it through the Grand Council j each Klan 
would furnish funds to the Grand Council for use in 
employing attorneys to defend Klan members and employ 
lobbyists to further Klan interests in various 
state legislatures. The amount to be assessed on 
each Klan would be decided at the Convention in 
Columbia, South Carolina, on April 9* I960. The 
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Grand Council will take the initiative in establishing 
National policy and securing national publicity 
and issuing Klan publications in furtherance of the 
Klan program. 

The Grand Council will be known as the 
National Grand Council of the Knights of the Ku Klux; 
Klan, and all Klans will be affiliated with the Council, 
but will still maintain their separate Individual 
identities and names in the states in which they now 
operate . 

The delegates to the Grand Council will 
be selected by the Grand Dragon of each individual Klan, 
The Grand Dragons are supposed to attend all Grand 
Council meetings. At the Columbia convention, they will 
decide on where these meetings will be held and how 
often the Council will meet. There will be no 
permanent chairman. The chairman ship^ will rotate 
in order among the Grand Dragons with* a different one 
serving at each meeting. 

The paper work, correspondence and general 
administration will be handled by one full-time permanent 
secretary, to be selected by the Grand Council at 
Columbia, South Carolina, He will receive a salary from 
the funds received from the various Klans. His 
headquarters will also be decided at the Columbia convention.

Ku Klux Klansmen, robed, hooded and masked, 
gathered at the foot of Stone Mountain Saturday night. They 
burned two fiery crosses and deep into the night, shouted 
fiery speeches across a moonlit pasture. 

"Speakers, chief of whom was a Baptist preacher 
from Columbus, assaulted the present leadership of the state 
and nation, both pre^tential candidates and integration. 

"A r^T robed imperial officer who identified 
himself as C. Hy/Maddox of Savannah, of the Georgia As an.* of 
Klans, said^he>meetihg consisted of representatives of 27 
'splinter 1 Klan groups which have consolidated themselves into 
the National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 

"He said the well-knoWn U.S. Klan, Knights of the 
KKK, whose imperial wizard, Eldon Edwards of College Park, 
recently died, is not a member of the associailon. 

"Maddox said the Klansmen wore masks because 
they had that right on private property. A state anti-mask 
law makes the wearing of masks in public places illegal. 

"Approximately 300 persons were scattered across 
a large pasture, listening to booming voices coming from the 
platform of a flat-bed truck. A country music band played for 
the occasion. 

"Klansmen were ragaled in red, purple, green, white, 
and black robes. Many of them wore masks across their faces, 
hiding their identity. The black-robed individuals, known in 
Klan terminology as 'night -hawks 1 , wore skull and cross-bones 
insignias. Several of those p^ej^nt wore £ullrscale Confederate 
uniforms .

A total of 40 persons attended the night meeting on 
December 10, 1900, and a total of 29 at the day meeting on 

December 11, I960* 
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A source advised that on May 22, I960, the 
National Grand Council of the Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan met at Atlanta, Georgia, to discuss consolidation 
of the Klan ! s unity of effort and activities to 
establish a National Fund, and a National Secretary, 
and to design a new flag. The meeting was attended by 
representatives of the Federation of the Ku Klux Klan, 
Alabama; Association of the Arkansas Klans, Arkansas; 
Florida Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; Southern 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; Association of 
Georgia Klans, Georgia; Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
North Carolina; Association of South Carolina Klans, 
South Carolina; Dixie Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
Tennessee; and Kykses Klan, Texas. 

This source advised that at a consolidation 
meeting at Atlanta, Georgia, September 2-5 9 I960, at 
which the North Carolina and Texas Klans were not 
represented, it was resolved and passed that their names 
be changed to National Ku Klux Klan. 



source advised in March, 196*+, 
that several meetings of Klan groups were held during 
the period 1960-1963? in an effort to unite the Klan 
groups under a single leadership. 

The organization was granted a charter in 
DeKalb County, Georgia, November 1, 1963 5 under the 
name National Knights of the Ku KLux Klan, Inc., as a

The National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
Inc., (NKKKK) was granted a charter in Georgia in 1963 
as a "patriotic, secret, social, and benevolent order". 
The NKKKK, a consolidation of various Klans in southern 
states, continues to be anti-Negro, anti-Jewish, anti- 
Catholic, and anti-foreigh born. 
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
